THE QUESTION OF ITS CONTINUED 
COINAGE. 


ThejAnti-Silver Men in Conference on Mr. Hemphill’s 
Proposition—Probability That Bland’s Bill 
Will be Defeated and Matters Stend as 
They Are—Other News of Interest. 


Wa-i((NGTON, February 1.-—-[Special.]— 
The anti-silver men in conference tonight 
augrecu to make their stand in the house on the 
proposition of Mr. Hemphill, of Sonth Caroli- 
na, suspending coinage pending negotiations 
by the president with other nations for the 
readjustment of relations of gold and silver. 
They will antagonize Bland’s free coinage bill 
with this proposition. Though Bland’s bill has 
been adversely acted on by the committec, 
some ofthe silver men in the house are dis- 
posed to press it. Mr. Norwood who voted in 
committee for Mr. Hemphill’s resolution stated 
that he did so as a compromise and he 
is known to be in favor of con- 
tinued coinage if the contemplated negotiations 
fail. ‘These two ideas represent the extreme 
views of both sides. The enemies of silver 
have long been sure that they are powerless to 
suspend coinage and bave adopted this dis- 
(¢u the other hand,Bland’s free coinage 
bill will not be adopted. In short, the matter 
will be left just where it now stands. The 
silver zen are not at all dependent on the 
coinage committee, and avy action it may take 
will have no appreciable effect ou the house.

WASHINGTON, February 18.—Among the 
petitions presented in the senate and appro- 
priately referred, was one by Mr. Hoar from

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THE MEDDLING SENATE 


Report and Resolutions of the Committee on 
Judiciary. 

WASHINGTON, February 1S. Senator 
Edmunds today reported the following resolu- 
tion from the senate committte on judiciary, 
accompanied by a long report : 

hesolved, Thatthe foregoing report of the Com 
mitte on judiciary be agreed to and adopted. 

Resolved, That the senate hereby expresses its 
condemnation of the refusal of the attorney-gen- 
eral, under whatever influence, to send to the sen 
ate copies of the papers called for by its resolution 
of the 25th of January and set forth in the reports 
of the committee on judiciary, as in violation of 
his oficial duty and subversive of the fundament 
al principles of the government and of the good 
administration thereof. 

Resolved, Thatitis under these circumstances, 
the duty of the senate to refuse its advice and con 
sent to the proposed removals of officers, the doc- 
uments ana papersin reference to the supposed 
official or personal misconduct of whom are with- 
held by the executive or any head of the depart- 
ment when deemed necessary by the senate and 
called for in considering the matter. 


Resolved, That the provision of section 1754 of 


thé revised statutes Sonering thee persons honor- 
ably discharged from the military or naval service 
by reason of disability resulting from wounds or 
sickness incurred in line of duty, shall be preferred 
for appointment to civil offices, provided they are 
furind to possess the business capacity necessary for 
the proper discbarge of the duties of such office, 
cought to be faithfully and fully put in execution, 
and that to remove 01 to 
propose io =—_:s remove, any such sol. 
dier whore faithfulness, competency and character 
are above reproach, and to give place to another 
who has not rendered such service, is a violation 
of the spirit of the law and of the practical grati 
tude of the people and government of the United 
States owe to the defenders of constitutional lib- 
erty and the integrity orf the government.

The report accompanying the resolutions 
is of great length, embracing about five thous- 
and words, exclusive of voluminous appen- 
dices. ‘The report recites the fact and circum- 
stances of the removal of Durkin and the ap- 
pointment of his successor as United States 
attorney for the southern district of Alabama. 
it declares that it has been the uniform prac- 
tice of the judiciary committee since the pass- 
age of the tenure of office act to call upon the 
heads of departments for all “papers and in- 
formation’ in possession of the department 
touching the conduct and administration 
of the officers proposed to be 
appointed. This. has been done with 
the unanimous approval of all the members. 
Althcugh the composition of the committee 
has been during the period sometimes of one 
political character and sometimes of another, 
in no instance. until this time, has the com- 
mittee met with any delay or denial in respect 
of furnishing such papers and information 
with asingle exception, and in which excep- 
tion the delay and suggested denial lasted 
only foriwo or three days. Precedents are 
cited and discussed, and the conclusions of the 
committee are set forth in resolutions accom- 
punyving the report. 

It further says: 

“The committee fecls authorized to state, atter a 
wmewhat careful research, that within the forego 
ug limits there is searcely in the history of this 
vovernment, until now, any instance of the refusal 
by the head of a department, oreven of the presi- 
dent himself, to communicate official facts and in 
formation as distinguished from private and un 
oflicial papers, motives, views, reasons and opin 
ions to either house of congress when uncondition- 
ally demanded. Indeed, early journals of the sen 
ate show great numbers ofinstances of direction to 
the beads ofdepartments; as of course,to furnish pa 
pers and reports upon all sortsof affairs, both leg- 
isiative and cxecutive.”’

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IN THE HOUSE. 


The fitz John Porter Bill Passes the House, 
After an Exciting Debate. 

WASHINGTON, February 1ix.—The speaker 
untiounced the appointment of Findlay, of 
Maryland, asamember of the committee on 
banking and currency to fill the vacancy oc- 
casioned by the resignation of Curtin. 

fn the morning hour the house resumed con- 
sideration of the bill forfeiting the Atlantic 
and Vacifie railroad land grant. The bill was 
discussed without any result being reached, 
until the expiration of the morning hour, and 
then the house went into committee of the 
whole on the Fitz John Porter bill. 

Mr. Phelps, of New Jersey. said he had be 
lieved for twenty years that Porter was a trait- 
or and deserved to be hanged. That was the 
popular opinion of the loyal north and his 
heart had been with it. He had changed his 
opinion and believed lorter was an honest 
man and a loyal soldier, when as his repre- 
sentative he had been obliged to examine the 
evidence and learn the facts. 

“Tt isan old story: it isa wearisome one to 
us: but to him itis a story of a life. Let us 
today as courageous friends of justice deter- 
mine that we will make what reparation we 
can and that we will end, now and forever, so 
far as this house is concerned, the strangest 
and saddest story in American history.” 

CURTIN SUPPORTS THE BILIL., 

Mr. Curtin, of Pennsylvania, earnestly sup- 
ported the bill, General Porter had been de 
nounced asa traitor. If Porter was a traitor, 
he (Curtin) was a traitor, and if any one wan- 
ted to tell him that he was a traitor let him 
tell it in acorner. Mr. Curtin spoke buta 
short time, but was attentively listened to and 
his crisp replies to the many inte: rogatories 
which were propounded to him gave rise to a 
good deal of applause and laughter. 

Mr. Warner, of Ohio, expressed the belief 
that General Porter had done his whole duty 
at the batttle of the Second Bull Run. but he 
aiso believed that if the original courtmartial 
could assembie again and have additional evi- 
dence before it, it would be compelled to re- 
yerse its verdict kor this reason he would 
vote for the bill. 

A TILT BETWEEN BRAGG AND CUTCHEON. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, closed the debate. 
He stood here, he said, representing the fifth 
armDy corps, wea ring on his breast the badge of 
the old army of the Potomac that loved Me- 
CleJlan and Porter well;that fought the battles 
of their country, despitefcongressional interfer- 
ence, They sometimes had good ofticers; some- 
times officers of medium capacity: and soeme- 
times bad officers; but they fought steadily and 
well against the flower of the confederate 
army, led by its ablest captains. Their dan- 
ger had been more from the rear than the 
front, for congressional committees 
were prowlipg through the camp 
looking for presidential favorites 
and interfering with orders. That condition 
of things had existed up to the time the coun- 
try cried out against it and power was given 
to Generali Grant tocommand all the army. 
With him at its head,the army of the Potomac 


bad gone forth to victory, closed the war and 
saved the union. So had the friends of Fitz- 
John Porter pressen forward year after year, 
asking that justice be done him. Partisan zeal 
and malicious personal motives had prevented 
afsir and impartial hearing, and had made 
men fearful to vote in accordance with their 
judgment, lest a long black mark might go 
down across their names andthe curse of the 
g. 0. p. be issued against them. 

The committee then rose and reported the 
bill to the house. 

Two attempts to recommit the bill with in- 
structions failed by a vote of 112 to 17:5. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, who had demand- 
ed the previous question. withdrew the de- 
mand and again took the floor in support of 
the bill. He sharply criticized the personnel 
of the court which convicted Porter and its 
one-sided course in the trial, and accused Mc- 
Dowell of falsification in representing the re- 
port of Stonewall Jacksen of the battle of 
August 30 to apply to Porter's movements 
of the 2th. Mr. Bragg said 
ventleman from Michigan (Cutcheon 
taken the report of the second 
of Bull Run and read the number 
of killed and wounded on the 29th of August 
for the purpose of showing that there had been 
a general battle. If the gentleman had been 
disposed to be ingenious he woud have stated 
that the heading of these reports was ‘“Casu- 
alties between August 16th and September 
2nd,” 

Mr. Cutcheon declared that he had so stated 
in his speech. 

Mr. Bragg-——You took the table of figures 
from the heading that covered almost a month 
and yeu have published it in your speech as 
evidence of the losses on August 20th, and 
your republican constituents, who do not read 
anything but yourspeeeh in a republican news- 
paper, will think that a historical evidence of 
the war.

Mr. Cutcheon «declared that the heading of 


the table showed precisely what it was. 

Mr. Bragg declined to yield, and Mr. 
Cutcheon asserted his right to reply, as he had 
heen misquoted. 

Mr. Bragg (advancing to the bar of the 
house)—-I state what you said. I state what 
figures are, ° 

“Now,” ——— Mr, Cutchcon, also ad- 
vancing into the space in front of the speaker's 
desk, “you are trying to ram falsehood down 
the throat of this house.” [Applause on the 
republican side: | 

“IT draw my own inferences as to your pur- 
pose,” cried Bragg, ‘‘and [defiantly] I will re- 
peat them if you desire.” [Applause on the 
democratic side, | 

At this time there wasa good deal of con- 
fusion and excitement in the house, and_it was 
with difficulty that the voice of either gentle- 
man could be heard: but as the speaker rapped 
the house to order, and stated to Mr. Cutcheon 
that he must not interrupt Mr. Bragg without 
permission, the former indignantly exclaimed: 
“Then the gentleman must not falsify facts.” 

“Ah!” was Mr. Bragg retort, “Iam glad I 
have driven that radical from under Stanton’s 
petticoats, so that he has come to the front. 

Mr. Bragg continued in this vein, declining 
to yield to interruptions, and his manner be- 
ing at times that of personal detiance towards 
opponents of the bill.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP 


The Cabinet Meeting-—-What the Committees 
Did. 

WASHINGTON, February 1is.—The principal 
topic of discussion in the cabinet meeting 
today. was the action of the republican senato- 
rial caucus yesterday in regard to the matter 
of suspensions and appointments to office. A 
general interchange of views was had, but no 
decisive action taken. It is understood. how 
ever, that it was agreed that no intimation 
shall be given as to what action may be taken 
by the administration in this regard until the 
question is officially brought to the notice of 
the exeeutive. 

The committee on ways and means today in- 
structed Chairman Morrison to request an 
opinion from the secretary of the treasury 4s 
to the probable effect of the tariff rates pro- 
posed in the Morrison bill upon government 
revenues upon a basis of last years customs 
business. It was stipulated by low tariff mem- 
bers that in the event of the failure of ,the 
-ecretary to return an answer by next Ties- 
day the consideration of the tariff bill will be- 
gin on that day. 

The action of the assistant treasurer at New 
York in refusing to accept deposits of silver 
until he is able tocount it is in strict accord- 
ance with instructions issued by the United 
States treasurer. Similar instructions have 
been sent to all assistant treasurers, the object 
heing toinsure greater protection in the hand- 
ling of government funds. ‘ 

The acting comptroller of currency has ex- 
tended the corporate existence of the National 
bank of Athens, Georgia, and the Merchant's 
National bank of Sayannah, Georgia, to Feb- 
luary 24, 1906. 

Two hundred and eleven of three hundred 
and seven men employed in the ordnance 
shops here were discharged last night because 
of the exhaustion of the appropriation for steel 
cruisers, 

Senator Hoar, from. the committee on libra- 
ry, reported favorably today the bill intro- 
duced by him yesterday to appropriate $2>9,- 
(O00 for monument to General Grant to be crec- 
ted in Washington.

LORDS 


REASSEMBLACE OF THE 
AND COMMONS. 


Irish Home Rule to be Made a Test Question—Su- 
mors That Chamberiain Will Leave the Cab:- 
net—The Stock Market Affected -Other 
Foreign News of Interes: 

LoNbDON, February 1-.—Parliament reassem- 
bled today. Mr. Gladstone stated in the house 
of commons that after the government had 
concluded the financial business they had to 
place before the house they would be able to 
state part. if not the whole, of the Irish meas- 
ures they intended to introduce. He expected, 
he said, to be through the financial business 
about the 23d of March.  Alluding to the for- 
cign policy of the new government, Mr. Glad- 
stone said he would follow the eastern policy 
inaugurated by his predecessor, Lord Salisbury. 
Mr. Gladstone announced further that the 
government had no intention ef renewing co- 
ercion in Ireland. 

In the house of lords Karl Granville, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, announced that 
the government would not introduce any Irish 
measures into parliament before the 
March. 

Both houses of parliament crowded 
when the peers and commons met today. Lord 
Hartington took a seat behind.the treasury 
bench. He was loudly cheered by the conser- 
yatives. The crowd outside the parliament 
building, which usually givesan enthusiastic 
reception to the prime minister, only faintly 
cheered Gladstone on his arrival. There is a 
general feeling of discontent over the meagre- 
ness of the government’s statements regarding 
its proposed Irish measures. The fact that 
the government made no announcement of its 
programme for the introductions of bills 
affecting Ireland istaken as an indication that 
the cabinet is still undecided as to what course 
it shall persue. In the house of lords, the 
marquis of Salisbury said he woold wait to see 
what changes six, weeks would give to the pol- 
icy of the government. Hisjremark was greet- 
ed with cheers. In the house of conmons 
Mr. Gladstone said the desire of the govern- 
ment'was to propose tothe house measures of,a 
pesitive and substantial character, dealing 
with Ireland, respecting social order and 
questions of land, and the future government 
of Ireland including a method for such gov- 
ernment. He said a further _ state- 
ment on the subject would be 
made on the 22nd of March. The Shouse re- 
sumed debate on the address in reply to the 
queen’s speech. Lord Randolph Churchill 
and the rank and file of the tories abused and 
sought to worry Mr. Gladstone. This course 
brought only from the prime minister a digni- 
lied speech, in which he said thatthe govern- 
ment had a severe and difticult task. which it 
would endeavor toperform resolutely and as 
speedily as possible. 

In the house of lords the tories vainly tried 
to force Lord Roseberry, foreign secretary, to 
speak on the situation in the east. 

Leading members of the conservative party 
metat Carlton club at noon to-day to confer 
upon the course the party shall pursue in re- 
gard to Irish aflairs on the resembling of par- 
liament. Lord Salisbury, lately prime minis- 
ter, presided. Lord Randolph Churchill 
one hundred and fifty other prominent Tories 
were present. The meeting was very enthn- 
siastic. The speeches made indicate an inten 
tion on the part of the conservatives to offer 
the most strenuous opposition to any measure 
presented by the liberalsconcerning home rule 
in Ireland. 

Lord Salisbury predicted a union with the 
conservatives of the section of liberals which 
(cllows Hartington and Goschen. He urzed 
the conservatives to do all that was possible 
boing such aunion into eflect. Seme ot 
the speakers commented severely on Lord 
Randolph Churchill's attack on the Catholics 
and his intimacy with of the Par 
nellite party. The meeting resolved to make 
home rule a test question in the house of com- 
mons, and ferthis purpose will support the 
arnellites in their demand to have it precede 
land reform in consideration ot the house 

The impression is gaining ground that the 
present cabinet will prove unworkable aud 
that it will be impoisible to hold it together 
The Pall Mall Gazette states that the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Chamberlain, president of the 
local government board, from Glanstone’s 
cabinet is a «question of but a_ few 
hours. The resignation will be made, the Ga- 
zette savs,ostensibly because Chamberlain can- 
not bring himself to acquiesce in the govern: 
ment’s pohcy of coercion towards (reece 
but in reality becanse he is unwilling to mar 
what he believes to be his political future by 
sdentifving himself just now with the homme 
rule polétey decided on by a majority of hb 
leagues.

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Two Violent Lunatics Watch Each Other 
Until Both are Cured. 

New York, February 18.—Dr. George W. 
King, superintendent of the Hudson County 
lunatic asylum, at Snake Hill, has reported to 
the Freeholders a cure he had effected in the 
cases of two patients, Patrick Ryan and 
John Murphy, for many monts the very worst 
lunatics in theasylum. They were so violent 
that it was found necessary to confine them 
separately in padded cells. No 
keeper could approach them with 
safety,.and it was impossible to prevent 
them from destroying their clothing, bedding, 
and the furniture of the cells. After every 
other method of treatment had failed, Dr. King 
made an experiment. He put bothin onecell. 
The keeper feared they would teareach other 
to pieces. Each of the patients, however, 
couceived the idea that he had been placed in 
the cell for the purpose of taking care of the 
other. They sat from morning until night at 
opposite sides of their small apartment, and 
gazed compassionately at each other. When 
the doctor called on them after a week's con- 
finement he found them as quietas if they 
were perfecely sane. Each, possibly, had 
frightened the other into good behavior. 

“Well. John.” said the doctor, addressiug 
Murphy, “how is Ryan?’ 

“Oh, the poor creature is getting better, sir,’ 
was thecoo!l reply. “Ifyou leave him here 
with me a little longer. I'l] have him cured 
entirely.” 

“And how do you find Murphy?” the physi- 
cian asked Livan. “Well, to tell you the truth, 
sir,’ was the auswer, “I'm afraid he will never 
be quite right in his head, but he’s not as bad 
as he was.”

Meeting of the Chief and Foremans of the Fire De- 
paertment—The Counterfeiter—The Engineer's 
Ba)l—Will Begin Business— Persona! and 
Local Gossip- Other News Notes.

Among the honored men present were Dr. 
Ansel Hal), of the asylum, Colonel U. B. Har- 
rold, of Americus, Hon. William Cabaniss, 
state senator, and others whose names are 
well-known in Georgia. With the chief 
mourners was the commanding form of 
Colone! Powhatan B. Whittle, of Valdosta, 
whose silvery hair and swarthy complexion, 
with that eagle eye whose lustre has not been 
dimmed by the weight of years that seem to 
rest so lightly on his stalwart shoulders. 
Anothet was Colonel R. L. Hunter, for long 
years a prominent banker of 
Milledgeville.

George Davis foully murdered William MeClel- 
lan, better known as Arch Reams, on the 
Fitzgerald plantation, in Russel county, Ala- 
bema, yesterday. Davis was overseer on the 
place. and his victim worked under him. 
Wednesnay about noon Davis sent Reams 
down tothe river to look upsomecows. Im- 
mediately after giving Reams the order Davis 
picked up his gun and _ started 
for the river by a different 
route. In a few minutes Davis overtook 
Reams near the bank of the river and shot 
him in the back of the neck. Davis says that 
after shooting Reams the first time he fell 
upon his knees and begged him not to kill 
him, and they talked for scveral minutes, 
when he told Reams that one of them must 
die, and shot him again. Seeing that Reams 
was stillalive, Davisdrew his knifeand stabbed 
him in the throat twice. He then knocked him 
on the head with the butt of his gun, breaking 
his skull.

MOST HORRIBLE MURDER 
Davis returned to where the negroes were at 
work and told them he had a secret to tell 
them which they must not reveal to anybody. 
He then related the story of the horrible crime 
as given above. When asiod = =soby 
the negroes why he killed 
Reams, he replied, that is mine a .cams’s 
business.”” Davis then wen’ on t e house 
of Mrs. McClellan, the motier of | 3 victim, 
where he boarded, and at diner he told her 
that Arch was sick and would not come to the 
house, and if she would fix his dinner he would 
carry itto him. Mrs. McClellan prepared the 
dinner in a bucket and Davis carried it 
down to the field where the negroes were at 
work. About 1 o'clock Mr. Fitzgerald walked 
down from his residence to the field. and as 
soon as the negroes had an opportunity they 
told bim what Davis had said. He approached 
Davis and asked him wherefwas Reams. Davis 
replied that he had gone off. Mr. Fitzgerald 
told Davis it was no use to deny what had oc- 
curred as he knew all aboutit. Davis then 
confessed that he bad killed Reams, and took 
Mr. Fitzgerald to where the body laid. The 
sight was ghastly and sickening. The body 
lay there 
STIFFENING IN A RLOOD, 
with two loads of shot in the back of the head 
and neck and shoulders, two knife wounds in 
the throat and the skul! broken in by blows 
from the butt of a gun. The heavy blue 
shirt which Reams wore had been taken off 
and his coat puton again, and it looked as 
though Davis had used the shirt in trying to 
drag the body to the river. Aftershowing Mr. 
Fitzgerald the evidence of his awful crime, 
Davis had the impudence to ask him to help 
him put the body in the river and conceal the 
murder. Of course Mr. Fitzgerald indignantly 
refused. He asked Davis why he killed Reams 
and the brute made the same reply that he had 
given the negroes. Davis then went 
to the house of Mrs. McClellan, 
who knew nothing of the fate 
of her son, and told her that he had killed 
one of the negroes and would have to leave. 
He asked herto loan him Arch’s valise. She 
not only consented, but helped him to pack his 
clothes, and he left and has not been arrested. 
It is said by some that Davis had  stoieu 
and oats from Mr. Fitzgerald and 
endeavored to induce Reams to dispose 
of it.. Reams refused to do as requested, 
and Davis, fearing that he would give him 
away, decided that dead men tell no tales.

Fifteen years ago, 
the school year in most of the towns of Ver- 
mont was only seventeen weeks. 


THE NEW YORK EVENING Post is of the 
opinion that the rapid advance that has been 
made in educational facilities in the south 
and the measures of success already achieved 
show beyond question that there is no need 
of federal aid to education in this section. 
We commend the views of the Post to those 
who would have the government provide for 
and prescribe the education of the citizen. 


Tne Fitz John Porter bill passed the house 
of representatives yesterday by a handsome 
majority, and will almost certainly pass the 
senate. This bill has been John A. Logan's 
hobby for years, and he has fought it at 
every turn. He will probably attack it with 
his accustomed vigor as soon as it is reached 
in the senate, but as there are several repub- 
licans who will vote with the democrats for 
it, its passage is almost certain. 


About the Democratic Party. 

In regard to the Pan-Electric and the Ro- 
gers family, the New York Suan inyuires: 
‘*Which ought to be saved, the Pan-Electric 
concern or the democratic party? Which 
ought a democratic and reform president to 
prefer?’ And then to this, the editor adds: 
“It is now nearly five months since the first 
revelation of the Pan-Electric scandal was 
made to the public. It is now nearly five 
months since the solicitor-general, acting 
with the full permission of his official chief, 
the attorney-general, began to use the name 
of the United States ina patent suit, com- 
menced in a patent suit exclusively, to pro- 
mote the Pan-Electric speculation.’’ 

THE CONSTITUTION is convinced that Edi- 
tor Dana is a little hasty in making these 
statements. Is it not true that the so-called 
revelation was made by Mr. Garland him- 
selt? Jsit not true, indeed, that the suit 
alluded to by the Sun was begun by the 
solicitor-general in ignorance of the fact that 
the attorney-general had any interest in the 
Pan-Electric concern. Is it not true that 
the solicitor-general knew nothing of his 
official chief’s interest until after the suit 
was begun? Moreover, is it true, as Editor 
Dana says, that the suit begun by the solici- 
tor-general has for its purpose the exclusive 
promotion of the interests of the Pan-Electric 
affair? THE CONSTITUTION repeats that it 
is of the opinion that Editor Dana’s opinions 
are hastily formed and hastily expressed. 
The case is bad enough, from a democratic 
point of view, without attempting to make 
it worse. 

We mean by this that circumstances have 
placed Mr. Garland, and other prominent 
democrats, in a position that must be suffi- 
ciently embarrassing to the natural sensi- 
tiveness of honest men. There is no need to 
exercise the imagination in any attempt to 
make it worse than it really is. 

As for the inquiry of Editor Dana, ‘‘which 
ought to be saved, the Pan-Electric concern 
or the democratic party?’ we will say to 
him candidly that no such question can pos- 
Sibly arise. Neither Mr. Garland nor Mr. 
Cleveland is the democratic party, nor can it 
be truthfully charged that the democratic 
party has any stock in theconcern. It is 
avery easy matter to exaggerate sucha 
matter as that of Mr. Garland’s interest in 
the Pan-Electric Rogers family, but it ought 
notto beany easy matter for reputable 
newspapers to injure the reputations of hon- 
est men.

- he first vote in the coinage committee 
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last Monday was taken on a bill introduced 
by Mr. James, of New York. The first sec- 
tion of this bill declares that the faith of the 
United States is pledged tothe useof all 

per means to promote the restoration of 
silver to its former position as international 
money on aD equality with gold: and the 
second section authorizes the president to 
enter into negotiations with such foreign 
powers ashe may deem advisable for the 
purpose of making treaties with them to 
open their respective mints to the free coin- 
age of silver with ful] legal tender power, it 
such uniform ratio to gold as shall be agreed 
upon. Mr. Norwood voted against this bill, 
and it was defeated by a vote of 9 to 4. 

To test the sense of the committee, « vote 
was then taken on Mr. Reagan’s bill to pro- 
vide for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, Mr. Norwood voted against the pro- 
position to report this bill favorably, and it 
was lost. 

A vote was next taken on the proposition 
to report adversely Mr. Waits’s bill to sus- 
pend the @pinage of silver dollars ‘‘uatil 
further legislative action."’ Mr. Norwood 
voted in favor of the proposition, 

Mr. James then moved to report adversely 
Mr. Bland’s bil]. This bill is in three short 
sections. It provides that from the passage 
of the act all holders of silver bullion of the 
value of *50 or more, standard fineness, shall 
be entitled to have the same coined into 
standard silver dollars of 412) grains, Troy, 
of standard silver to the dollar, upon like 
terms and conditions as gold is now coined 
fur private holders ; that the standard silver 
dollar heretofore coined shall be the unit of 
account and of value in like manner as now 
provided for the gold dollar, and shall bea 
legal tender for all debts, public and private, 
except where otherwise stipulated ; that so 
much of the provisions of the act of Febra- 
ary 28th, 1575, as provided for issuing certifi- 
cates on the deposit of silver dollars, shall 
be applicable to the coin named, and so 
much of the act of February 25th, 1878, as 
provides for the purchase of silver bullion to 
be coined monthly in standard silver dollars, 
is repealed. 

Mr. Norwood voted to report this. bill. ad- 
versely. Counting the vote of Mr. Felton, 

of California, who was not present, the vote 
stood—yeas 7, pays 6. Mr. Norwood’s vote 
changed the complexion of the committee, 
and the free coinage of silver was sent to the 
house under the shadow of an adverse re- 
port. 

Mr. Felton moved on Wednesday to again 
call up Mr. Waits’s bill to saspend the coin- 
age. When it was taken up last Monday, 
there was 2 tie vote, and Mr. Felton desired 
to add his vote in fuvor of an adverse report 
upon the bil. Mr. Norwood voted to lay 
Mr. Felton’s motion on the table, and the 
motion was carried by a vote of 7 to 6. 

These are the facts in detail. To sum up, 
Mr. Norwood’s record of this week stands as 
follows : 

1, He voted against the parity of silver 
and gold. 

2. He voted against the free coinage of 
silver. 

3. He voted against the suspension of the 
coinage. 

4. He voted in favor of the suspension of 
the coinage. 

5. He protests that heis a silver man. 

It may be difficult to say just what Mr. 
Norwood’s convictions on this question are ; 
but it is not difficult to determine the effect 
of his recent votesas a member of the coin- 
age committee. He must bear the responsi- 
bility of changing the committee into at 
least one that favors a negative silver policy. 
If this means that he is in favor of the pres- 
ent law, he is a silver man; but no one can 
tell from his votes just what he wants, or 
what he will support in the house.

The Postmasters’ Convention. 

About one thousand representatives of the 
third and fourth class postmasters met in 
Chicago on Monday, and remained in session 
until Tuesday evening, when they adjourned. 
These men are public servants in the fullest 
sense. They doa great deal of work and re- 
ceive asarule very small pay. The public 
is exacting and the government is not liberal 
towards them. They have good grounds of 
complaint, and congress should give their 
claims and recommendations careful atten- 
tion. 

Very many subjects were discussed and 
acted upon at the Chicayo convention. It was 
decided to ask congress to pass a law to accept 
the bond of corporations instead of those of 
individuals. Individual bondsmen have a 
habit of ‘‘souring’’ on a postmaster, and de- 
moralizing the service. Steps were taken to 
organize a postmasters’ mutual benefit asso- 
ciation. The subject of clerk hire was left 
without action. Many grievances were pre- 
sented, but no plan was acceptable to a ma- 
jority of the convention. The subject of 
salaries and allowances was taken up, and a 
national committee organized to present to 
congress in a forcible manner the uiter dis- 
proportion between the pay of postmasters 
of the third and fourth classes and their 
duties and responsibilities. The subject of 
box-rents was freely discussed, and the 
weight of opinion was in favor of the old law, 
which permitted postmasters to rent the 
boxes they had themselves furnished. 


Tootle and His Friends. 


Nothing helps a man along in life more 
than the possession of a peculiarly odd name.

It is 
easily tnderstood. When a man walks into 
| a crowd and says: ‘‘My name is Tootle,’’ he 
‘cannot help-making a favorable impression. 


) Every face beams ‘with smiles and the 


stranger is at once made welcome. It is not 
<o much the man: it is his name. 
Tootle had to succeed in life. He could 


not help it. People were always quoting 


him and always introducing him as one of | 


the sights of the town. The local papers 
always had something to say about Tootle. 
His fame spread, and now it is impossible for 
him to do anything without having the mat- 
ter gratuitously advertised. This publicity 
of course has helped him as a business man. 
A perfect stranger in St. Joseph will walk 
into « store that has ‘‘Tootle’’ on the sign in 
preference to entering a house that bears an 
everyday name like Johnson, for instance.

THE NEGRO A FAILURE. 


Professor White’s Advocacy of a New South- 
ern Peasantry. 
From the Avgusta, Ga., Chronicle. 

“Professor H. C. White, occupying the chair 
of chemistry and agricultural science at the Uni- 
vertity of Georgia, has been among Augusta's most 
appreciated guests the past week. 

He had just returned from the meeting of state 
farmers in Columbus, where his striking adress 
upon the subject of improving labor in the sonth 
has developed much comment in a new and im- 
proved direction. 

The Chronicle sought out Professor White while 
in Augusta, not only on account of his genial an! 
engaging manners, but for his bold and practica! 
ideas. Professor White isa man who adoras any 
sphere in life, and who leaves the impress of a 
-cholar and practical worker upon everything he 
touches, 

Tbe Chronicle asked the professor about his ad- 
Gress in Columbus, in which he showed up the 
negro as afallure as a-skilled laborer, and de- 
clared tbe unfitness of the class for a peasantry. 

As the Chronicle has already noticed, Professo 
White, on the labor question said that the grea! 
necessity of Georgia was a@ peasantry. What he 
means by a peasantry is intelligent and ~cientif« 
laborers, such as France, England, and even down 
trodden Leland bave. He had nothing to say 
against the negro, butiit was a well known fact 
that he is incapable of receiving scientific instru: 
ion. In disenussing this subject he knew he was 
laying himself open to criticism, but the 
question is the most important to 
farmer. 

Well,” saidjProfessor White,‘I took this grea 
‘Here we have astate of fine climate, witl 
Soil natura}ly good and susceptible of greater iin 
provement, but the country is absolutely without ; 
peasantry. The peoplewho occupy th 
peasants are an ignorant shiffless class, seem! 

not desi: ous of self advancement. 

“There is among them aliow state ol 
and little disposition to acquire property, 
they susceptible of that training which ena 

hem to work our landto the best advantace. 

“Our country cannot be improved without good 
labor, educated labor and skilled labor. In think 
ing over the whole matter] have made bold in- 
quiry whether or not the lack of a saving, mid- 
dle class is not the weak point in our southern 
system, and whether or not the labor ditticulty is 
not at the bottom of all our trouble.” 

“What is your solution, professor—your form 
ula?’ 

“This, of course, leads us to hunt for the remedy. 
I contended: 

‘‘], We must live independently of thisci: 
labor by cultivating ourselves small areas. 
leads to intensive farming. 

‘2. This of course means scientific farming. 
must educate the rising generation o! whit 
that they may understand scientific agriculture. 
Our;state scientific and agricultural schools must 
be built up and fostered. The same is true of the 
mechanic arts, and this is where our technological! 
schools must come in, to raise up young mechanics 
and train southern labor. 

“This system of thoroughly cultivating sma}! 
farans will leave a large amount of unoccupied and 
uncuitivated land—larger than now remains.

“T think the state, the railroads an: associa’ 
of individuals shoutd unite in advancing the inter- 
ests ofthe state inthe north and west, and in Eu 
rope, where thousands of immigrants and thou- 
sands of settlers are seeking homes and would 
come south if the matter was properly presente:! to 
them. 

“The idea is not to pay people to come south, 
but we can advertise and encourage them to come 
south. An appropriation of $5,000 a year wonld be 
sufiicient to publish pamphlets and distribute 
them, even employing an agent to look after ‘-eor 
gia’s interests abroad. 

“What a great thing, for instance, would it be for 
the Central railroad to employ agents to induce 
immigrants to settle along the lines of its road. It 
would pay them a hundred fold by building up 
their country and develoying their property in 
every way.”’

Probably one third of the 
crop had been harvested before thix, some say @ 
much as a half of the crop had becn 
disposed of, but it is certainthat all that had not 
been picked before the severe freezes were render 
ed valueless for market. The trees of the many 
yrowers in the state are now laden with the bean 
tiful yellow globes, rendered almost 
the frost and not deemed worthy of picking. 

The loss amounts [to probably sixty per ce: 
the entire crop, which means many thon 
lars to the state.

Mr. Walter Fuller, of the firm of Hinck!y & Ful 
ler, of Tampa, said to me in speaking of the heavy 
loss to‘the orange crop. 

“It was very severe indeed tothe orange grower, 
and of course deprives them of thousands of do) 
lars which was earned and just within their grasp. 
But they console themselves by the fact that the 
trees are left and are uninjured When 
I awoke in January and found tlie ther- 
mometer at 22 degrees above zero, I gaye 
my trees up for gone. I had no idea that they 
could survive it. It was the coldest weather known 
here for years, and was an ordea! which frightenel 
every Orange grower in the state. But while the 
fruit is all practically ruined, the trees are unin 
jured, and even the tender shoets of only a few 
vears are unburt. It is certainly a great relief. 


The success with which Mr. Fuller has met in 
Florida has been marvelous. He is tbe son of Mr. 
H. A. Fuller, of Atlanta, and is justof age. Asa 
boy he wastreubled with nasal catarrband was 
advised to spend a winter in Florida forit.

THE DEATH OF “CAPTAIN JEFF.’’ 


Sudden Death of the Well Known Keeper of 
the Galveston Lighthouse. 
GALVESTON, Tex., February 18.—The death 


of Captain Hamilton Jefferson Gedney, an old 


and familiar resident of this city, is accompa- 
nied by sad and distressing circumstances. 

He was a brother of Rear Admiral Gedney, 
of the United States navy,and uncle of the 
well known Lieutenant Gedney. Captain 
Gedney for nearly twenty years past has been 
familiarly known under the soubriquet of 
“Captain Jeff.” Hundreds of people who 
saw him yery often never knew him by 
any other name. For eighteen years and 
at the time of his death he was master 
ef the government lightship No. 23%, 
which lies in Galveston road just inside the 
outer bar. About eleven o’clock he entered a 
saloon on Market street known as “The 
Shade.” Whilesitting in the saloon a Mexi- 
ean cake vendor came along, and Captain Jeff 
sought half a dozen cakes, generously distrib- 
uting them among his compauions in the sa- 
loon. He then began nibbling his cake. Ina 
moment the barkeeper noticed that Captain 
Jeff seemed to be choking to death and ran to 
his assistance. The old veteran clutched the 
table with desperation, and fell back in his 
chair dead. 

The scene when the officers entered the room 
was extremely touchiug. The old man’s face 
was paler than usual. He seemed asleep in his 
chair. It was his practice on these periodical 
sprees never to go tobed. He would sit around 
saloons for several days, sleeping in chairs, un- 
til finally friends would carry him to the hos- 
e came to Galveston at the close of 
the war from Mobile, where for many years he

‘brother, Captain Jeff espoused the confeder- 


te cause, and upto the day of his death, not-

tAILROAD EARNINGS, 


More Miles Opperated in 1885 Than in 1884, 
but with LessjeRturn. 

The railroad Gazette has compiled a table of 
railroad earnings forthe calendar year 1885 which 
is very instructive. The table is based tipon reports 
from ninety different railroads, a total mileage of 
bo,874, erabout 52 percent of the total mileage 
worked. The table may be thus snmarized

That this fairly represents the gencral course of 
earnings is probable, asthe roads reporting have 
very little more than the average earnings shown 
by the last “Poor's Mannal.’’ The result, ihere- 
fore, isa decrease of 2.1 per cent. in the total and 
$4 percent in the average per mile. Last year 
the same table showed a decrease of 3.7 per cent 
in total earnings and 4. percent in carnings per 
mile from 1883 to 1884. Thus IfS> was the second 
year that earnings had decreased, and the tables 
indicate thatthe total earnings of the whole rail- 
road system of the United States werein 1885 about 
$60,000,000 less than in 1883, and that the earnings 
per mile have fallen from $7,555 to about $6,417. 

While 18*5 was unfavorable to many western 
railroads, as 1884 had been, the losses of the year 
fell chiefly on the lines east of Chicago, St. Louis 
and the Mississippi and north of the Ohio and Po- 
tomac, just the territory affected by the trunk line 
war. ‘The eastern group of roads, which includes 
reports trom all the greattrunk lines except the 
Baltimore and Ohio, covers nineteen lines and 
shows:

RAILROAD PASSES. 


What Mr. Charles Francis Adams,Jr. Thinks 
of the Idea of Abolishing Them. 
From the Hartford, (Conn.) Courant, February 11: 

Mr. Charles Francis Adams Jr., now presi- 
dent oft the Union Pacific railroad, is occasionally 
cited as having materially thrown aside as useless 
his ‘‘railroad theories’? now that he has becomea 
practical railroad manager. Sweh talk is easily 
believed and people accept it without inquiry. As 
tothe facts, it is well to bear in mind that Mr. 
Acams knows best what he thinks. When called 
upon he has no hesitation in expressing himself. 
His testimony, given before the Inter-State Com- 
merce coinmission of the United States senate, is 
printed in their report, and is as clear, direct, and 
suaizhtforward as anything he ever said or wrote. 
On the subject of passes the followingis taken from 
the report : 

Senator Platt—That (the free pass system) is one 
of the things which might be remedied by positive 
law about as easily as anything else.

There is po reason whatever why any one shold 
be carried free over a railroad any more than why 
he should be boarded and lodged free at a hotel, 
drive free in public carriages, ororder goods with- 
cut paying fortheminshops. Yet, sad especially 
in the west, things are getting to such a pass that 
no man who has enggaee' | or official position, or in- 
fluence—especially political or newspaper influ- 
ence—thinks he ought to pay anything for riding 
on arailroad. Thecompany which flings about 
passes right and left is ‘‘liberal,” the company 
which refuses to do it is “stingy” and it 
shall assuredly be made ‘‘red hot’ for it when the 
legislature meets. That a large percentage of those 
who travel pay nothing merely means that those 
who do have got to pay more. A privileged, favored 
Class is thus created—a class Composed generally 
of those best able to pay, while the railroad com. 
yanies have to make good the loss thus incurred 
ce charging more to those who cannot afford 
to pay. For instance, I can afford to pay. | 
travel in. two capacities. I travel at times in the 
service of the Union Pacific railroad company and 
I travel at times on my individual business. | 
should pay my fare in both cases. When I trave 
on my individual business, it is for me to pay, and 
when I] travel for the Union Pacific Railroad com- 
pany, I should put ina voucher for my car fares 
just as 1 do for my hotel expenses. But, there is 
bo reason why other roads should carry me for 
nothing, simply because I am in the service of the 
Union Pacific.

He Recommends the Formation of a Commission to 
Consider and Explain to the Creditors the State 
Debdt—The Rights of the State—Uader the 
Constitution of the United States. 


RicHMOND, Va., February 15.—Governor 
Fitzhugh Lee sent his first message to the leg- 
islasure today, treating entirely of the state 
debt question. He calls the attention of the 
legislature to the recent decision rendered by 
the supreme court of the United States which 
seriously effect the rights and interests of Vir- 
gininia, for while we believe in the sovereigat) 
of the state and under the constitution of the 
United States she cannot be sued by ci‘izens 
within her limits or by those without, and 
while we recognize no distinction between th- 
state and its officers, because the state “a's 
by its legislative, executive or its judicial an- 
thorities” and can act in no other way, we are 
also _ tirmly persuaded that constaut 
conflict between courts and state is an agita- 
tion to the body politic and should cease. Oar 
financial condition, already sufliciently em 
barrassed, will, itis feared, be still further 
complicated by them, and it behooves all de- 
partments and the state government to labor 
und confer together, so that if possible, a 
remedy may be provided. The people of Vir- 
ginia, afteralopgand acrimonivus agitation 
of the debt wuestion, reached in 1851 and 15-2 
a settlement which has since received the 
sanction of both political parties of the state. 
From the position thus taken the people will 
not recede. That settlement reflects still the 
overwhelming will of a majority of the people 
ot the commonwealth that Was 
reached after a long and _ exhaustive 
agitation, any revival of which would be 
jJurious to the interests of the creditors and of 
the state, andthe representatives of the peo- 
ple stand pledged to its maintenance, and 
should invoke every resourse of law necessary 
to enforce its acceptance by its creditors. 

The governor then gives a review of the 
states condition during and since the war, and 
the present situation of affairs as to the possi- 
bility of paying the debt, and says: 

But itis vain to recapitulate the difficulties o! 
the situation unless it be with the purpose of sug- 
gesting aremedy. After a most careful consideca- 
tion of the situation with a tull sense of official ob- 
ligations, with aconsciousness of the difliculties 
which surround us; with a  kuowl- 
edge of that peril to the settlement 
which we have decreed is serious, I earnestly 
reccommend to the general assembly of Virginia 
the appointment of a commission, whose duties 
Shall be plainly defined; whose powers shall be 
carefully prescribed, guarded and limited, that no 
misconception can be indulged in on the part of 
any one. Such ajcommission should be only em 
powered to explain the settlement of 1581 and 182 
to the creditors and point out that which ad 
dresses itself totheir interests as well as to the 
interests of the state. It should be clothed with 
no other power and have no other duties to per- 
form, but to urge them to accede to the settlement 
Virginia has decreed; to represent how 
futile had been their efforts in the past 
to resist the determination of our people and 
that the future held out to them only the prospect 
of interminable legislation, injurious alike to them 
and us; that the achievement of mere illusory 
triumphs in the courts are fraught with no sub- 
stantial advantages to Jitigauts on either side. It 
would be the duty of the commission to point out 
to them the vast untried and unexpended power 
Which resides in a united and resolute people, and 
to caution them against the danger of arousing a 
public sentiment which might be forgetful of all 
sense of justice, and, taking counsel only from 
passion, destroy the interests which we are now 
striving to protect. It is believed that 
if those holding oustanding indebtedness 
of the state could meet through their 
committee face to face such commission here in 
Virginia or elsewhere, and hear and see for theu- 
telves, be confronted by stubborn facts as they 
exist at present, and be impressed with the uncer- 
tainty which dwells in the future and arises from 
an unsettled problem which constautly exasperates 
and harasses public minds by fresh decisions of 
courts, they would be willing to fund such out- 
standing indebtness into bonds of this settlement. 
Such action on their part solves the problem and 
terminates agitation. Virginia will act in =~ 
faith; will pay her debt thus ascertained and ac- 
quiested in by both contracting parties, because 
her revenues will prove abundant to doso without 
increasing the burdens on her people. 


THE SILVER QUESTION. 


A Probability That it May be Put Before 
Another Committee. 

WASHINGTON, February 18.—There is a pos- 
sibility that the contest over the silver ques- 
tion may be practically transferred from the 
coinage comunittee of; the house to the com- 
mittee on banking and currency. During the 
recent session of thecoinage committee, Chair- 
man Bland intimated very strengly that unless 
some positive action was taken by his commit- 
tee cn the matter at issue, the subject might 
be taken out ef their hand by 
a prompt report from the committee on 
banking and currency on some of the proposi- 
tions before that committee relating to the is- 
sue of silver or coin certificates on bullion de- 
posits. That Mr. Bland had some tangible 
round for his remark jisapparent from the 
act that the committee on banking and 
currency has determined to begin next week 
the consideration of measures relating to sil- 
ver coinage with a view to formulating a bill to 
be reported to the house. The committe will tirst 
consider, at the instanceof Mr. Dingley, the 
Reagan bill providing for the issue of siiver 
ceitificates of the denomination of one and two 
dollars, in addition tothe certificates author- 
ized at present. It will endeavor to reach an 
agreement on the question as to whether the 
public interests will best be served by the issue 
of silver certificetes of smal] denominations 
or by the resumption of the issue of one and 
two dollar treasury notes. The decision of 
this question, as a consequence, involves some 
decided action upon the silver question. A 
careful review of the composition of committee, 
as stated by its chairman, discloses the fact 
that, notwithstanding the addition of Findlay, 
a monometa! majority of seven of the members 
are opposed to the suspension of the coinage of 
silver.

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HOW SOME RICH MEN BATHE.

The Bath Rooms of 
Marquand, Mr. Garrett 
From the New York Star. 

The willionaire’s bath room marks the ace. 
Nothing so gives the sign of the material pros 
perity of the country,the growth of luxury, the 
indulgence of the senses. In the pastfew yeas 
there have been placed in private residences & 
half dozen bath rooms that are veritably palatial. 
In fact, the prevailing style of the bath room of 
the money king has been suggested from thore of 
royal paaces, and particularly from the famous 
one placed by Francis I in the cheateau of Cheaon- 
ceaux on the Cher, 

The chatean of Chenonceaux is now the home of 
M. Danie) Wilson, the son-in-law of President 
Grevy,@nd the bath-room still remains one of the 
features of the interior. The walls are covered with 
small, beveled mirrors, scarcely larger than a span. 
setween these parels runs a slender line of gold, 
and at the intersections hang metal dros 
like fears, and just-iong enough w be 
flected in the giass)s The eflect is most 
limpid and brilliant, gnd the panels are 
so small that the purposes of a mirror ate skillfully 
frustrated. The bath isof solid silver, with the 
water issuing froin swans’ head+, which, with a 
mirror behind, produces the illusion of swans on 
the surface ofthe water. All the other appoint- 
ments are in keeping with this magniticence, even 
to an ante-room, where epose Can be found with 
cigars after the bath. 

The famous bathroom in the palace of Fontain- 
bleau was medeled after the Chenonceaux bath by 
Louis XVI for his queen, Marie Antoinette. The 
hath, it will be remembered, isin an alcove of the 
ante-.00m, and is just large enough for its pur- 
poscs. The walls are panelled in large mirrors of 
bevcled glass,and on these are painted cupids 
with garlands of lace, above, around, about, and 
each as if about to leap from the air to earth. 

This brings us directly to the present. The 
late Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt's bath-room is pane 
nimilrrors, but over thesé is painted a delic 
lace-like design that isexquisite in effect, 
destroys the power of the glass for retiection. 
magpitficence, however, isexeceeded by the bath 
room of his son, Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt. Tne wa!ls 
here are pancied with mirrors, and on these are 
palited apple blossoms, but by no means 

thik kly as oO oOpseure the glass. 
celling is in lienry It panels 
lite and gold, with horses in the center. The 
bath is aselid block of marble, andthe water issues 
from swans’ heads, as in that of the chateau of 
(henonceanx. Above the bath is aniche witha 
marble Venus prepared for the bath. Thereisa 
Pompelian table of marble, beautifully carved 
and a (oilet adjoining of Ecaillon marble. 

Mr. Henry Marquand has modeled his bath a 
the Juxurious room in Jerome Bonaparte’s superb 
house In l’aris. In this the bath is sunk l’oumpeiian 
fashion, in the floor, and above the ceiling is a 
beautiful summersky. Mr. Marquand has had his 
walls wainseoted with cream-colored tiles. Above 
these is a painted frieze,representing flowers spring- 
ing from a hedge row; the arch of the ceiling 
springs frum this frieze. This is given the sew- 
blance of the sky. across which birds are skimming. 
The marble bath is sunk several feet in the floor, 
and is reached by a descent of several ~y > Ir is 
said that, exclusive of the artist’s work, Mr. Mar- 
quand’s bath room cost $4,000. 

Works of art are considered nowhere more ap- 
propriate than in the bath-room when their sub- 
ects are significant. In that of the late Mr. Charles 
J, Osborne, at Mamaroneck, there is a large frame 
overlooking the bath by Mr. George Maynard. The 
subject is inevitably Venus with Loves at a foun 
tain. The figures are life size in Limoges tiles fired 
by the Volkmar process. The walls otherwise are 
lined and ceiled with white enamel tiles, with a 
spotless porcelain-lined bath 

‘The last of the new and notable bath-rooms is for 
Mr. Robert Garrett’s new Baltimore house. This i 
distinguisbed not only by the beauty of its decora 
tion but by its process. The ceiling is by Mr. George 
Maynard, and represents a lattice on which mora- 
ipg glories twine. This design is painted on 
marble by means of an overlaying composition, 
and on being fired the medium melts away,and the 
color, sinking in, becomes incorporated with the 
marble. ‘This endolithic process, as it is called, is 
new. and itsresults in the soft radiance of the 
blended color and marble are said to be fine, The 
design is in radiating sections, which make rooin 
for small octagonal panels, which are to be mirrors, 
on Which Cupids are painted. 

The bath-room of Mrs. Seward Webb’s house is 
like a cave of white marble. Walls, ceiling and 
bath are all of marble, and the only variation of 
tint is in the silver fixtures. 

The bath-rooms in the billiard-house are con- 
ceived in a different way. To each chamber is at- 
tached a large, lofty bath-room with mosaic floors, 
walis lined with white enamel tiles, porcelain- 
lined bath and marble toilet, and instead of works 
of art the distinguishing feature is the exposure of 
ali the plumbing.

MRS. HENDRICKS’S DEEP SORROW. 


Annoyed by Messages Said to Have Come 
From Her Husband in the Spirit Land. 

INDIANAPOLIS, February 18.—A newspaper 
representative called on Mrs. Hendricks and 
found that she has regained somewhat of her 
wonted cheerfulness, but whenever the name 
of her late husband was mentioned her voice 
faltered and a tear glistened in her eyes,show- 
ing that her grief still sat heavily upon here 
Referring to her home life, she said she had 
been away but little since her husband's death, 
and then only for a short stay at a time. 

“It may bea fancy,” said she, ‘but it was 
here that his spirit left me, and I always think 
I am near to him when I am home surrounded 
by the things which he loved, and which we 
both enjoyed together. Mr. Hendricks was 
always fond of his home and never returned to 
its quiet after a protracted absence without ex- 
pressing pleasure and satisfaction at the event, 
Everything in the house has some- 
thing which reminds me of him, 
aud when am separated from 
these things I appear to be further away from 
him. My life now consists in great part in 
living over again the days wben we were com- 
pany foreach other, and I find my chief en- 
joyment in living thus. I am happier when 
surrounded by the things which formed a part 
of these associations.” 

Mrs. Hendricks has been much annoyed by 
mediums and spiritualists claiming to have 
received messages from Mr. Hendricks. Prom- 
inent among them is a Washington medium 
named West, who has sent her several batches 
of spirit poetry, with explanation that they 
came to her in thedead of night, forced her out 
of bed to write them down, etc. Another 
communication comes from a New York 
medium,gwho inclosed a letter which he said 
he bad received trom Mr. Hendricks, claiming, 
that it was undoubtedly the handwriting of 
the late vice-president, but Mrs. Hendricks 
characterized it asa clever piece of imitation 
and easily detected the difference. She con- 
cluded : “Of course Ido not believe in such 
things and do not see any good can come from 
encouraging them. That they do not come 
from Mr. Hendricks is clear to my mind, for 
the sentiment of none of the commu- 
nications are expressed in language such as he 
would have used. They bear on their face the 
impress of an interior mind.”

The lecture room was well filled with medi- 
cal gentlemen and friends to the institution, 
and the exercises proved highly interesting. 

The college is in a prosperous condition and 
the class is a fine and intelligent set of young 

entlemen. There are about forty applicants

Dr. Powell’s lecture was highly entertainiag 
and instructive. Among other things he said: 
“Many persons often find conscience an incon- 
vepient and troublesome thing, but amoug the 
innumerable good gifts of the Creator 
man should be profoundly grateful fur 
this monitor within his breast to admonish 
him of wrong and warn him of danger, or ap- 
plaud him for the performance of every good 
and noble deed. Perhaps thereis no class of 
men among whom this ever present monitor is 
a more valuable companion than among phy- 
sicians, since the conscience of a practitioner 
of medicine is almost the only tribunal that 
imposes penalties upon him for incapacity, 
and unworthiness in his profession, and for 
carlessness and neglect toward his patients. 
Hence, it seems diflicult to believe that a phy- 
sician can fail to be duly impressed with the im- 
portance of his mission, and the mighty obli- 
gations that rest upon himin the discharge of 
his duties, and if he has not from the begin- 
ning of his career been properly 
taught and impressed with these 
views he will not be prepared to 
fully discharge his duty tothe sick who may 
depend upon his skill, attention and fidelity to 
be restored to health. You will find that the 
true physician in his ministration to his 
patients unites sympathetic emotions to a 
firmness of purpose, and while he feels a deep 
professional interest in their welfare, he will 
exercise the mild but dignified authority 
which the true minister of medicine is entitled 
to hold over those under his charge. Even 
one of the brute creation in the hands of vet- 
erinary surgeons has imperative and sacrel 
claims upon his humanity, and every physi- 
cian who does not feel in his practice that he 
is operating upon, or minis- 
tering to the breathing, living 
handiwork of the great Creator himself, 
has yet to be impressed with the noblest and 
most sublime conception of his vocation.” 

Dr. Powell spoke at some length, giving the 
duties of physicians to patients, brother phy- 
sician, etc., and closed by saying: 

And now Jet me say, that in telling you farewell, 
1 am cheered in the performance of this sad duty, 
in the hopethat my labors, as well as my hopes 
and wishes for each of you, may not prove vain, in 
the future of your life; and when all the seeds 
Which other teachers and instructors have sown 
in the soil of your hearts’ shall have 
sprung fortb, and a maturing for harvest, 
may I not hope that the precious seed 
which I tuve sown here from week to week may 
likewise be found there, budding beautifully in 
time, aid at last bloomiug withimmortal freshness 
in the elvsian tields of eternal glory? 

Go then, gentlemen, and carry with you the 
principles | have endeavored toinculeate. Deter- 
mine to excel in all that 1s good and noble, and |

promise you the highest honors and emoluments of 


the medical profession : I promise you a taste of its 
unpolluted pleasures; I promise you usefulness, 
reputation, fame, solid glory and immortal re- 
nown.
